Bank of America 
Will Honor High 
School Seniors 

Several thousand high 
school seniors will soon be 
honored in this year’s state¬ 
wide Bank of America 
Awards program. 

Faculty committees from 
high schools in this area 
and throughout California 
will report their candidates 
for the various awards with¬ 
in a few days. 

Announcement of the lo¬ 
cal first-round winners will 
be made in March. 

For "distinguished 
achievement and promise of 
future success and service to 
society,” almost 3,000 South¬ 
ern California students will 
receive certificates of 
achievement; more than 
1,000 will get engraved tro¬ 
phies, and 372 will receive 
cash awards ranging from 
$2,'5 to $1,000, The amount 
of the cash awards will be 
determined in group oral in¬ 
terviews, with 20 top stu¬ 
dents from Southern Califor¬ 
nia winning 1,000 each. 

The final selections will 
be made in May, when first 
place winners from the April 
zone competitions go to Los 
Angeles to be interviewed 
by a panel of community 
leaders. 

This will be the 17th year 
that Bank of America has 
sponsored this Achievement 
Awards program. When it 
began in the Los Angeles 
City schools in 1948, 50,000 
students vied for $7,000 in 
cash awards. The program

Club. 

“This in turn would create 
more newspaper, magazine, 

TV, radio, outdoor media 
advertising, let alone the 
manufacturing and selling 
of color TV sets,” he added. 

Pointig out that Subscrip¬ 
tion Television would not 
not compete with commer¬ 
cial television because of a 
totally different type of pro¬ 
gramming, Weaver w'ent on

Building up our gold reserve, therefore, becomes a 
matter of the most urgent importance. Drastic action should 
be taken to preserve our present gold stock and an active 
campaign of gold accumulation both by purchase abroad 
and by mining in our own country should be pursued with 
great diligence.
